Uaving ilischaiged lliis lull 
liaiit idea it proceeds to deprecat tin- 
policy of the government who proposes \>. 
expend on the inaiiilaiid 111 in-edi-d puhlii- 
Works the whole of the tlryduek n tund. 
"Even Tilt' I'nlnni.-,! must admit," -ays the 
iilack Diamond representative, "lliat the 
railway is a purely luaiiiland wurk." We , 
admit iiolhing of the sort. The railway ' 
is a national work, towards the construc- 
tion of which every man, woman and 
eliild in the Uominion duly cipiitribute 
their ipiota. livery pound of finjil, every 
article of clothing, every drn]i nf "()li!be, 
joyful 1" is taxed to pay fur tlie luiilding 
of that railway, the benelit.s of which the ^ 
Fiee y'id.vs tolls Its readers arc ouiihned : 
to the mainland, the island having only a 
remote interest, if any, in its construct icui. 
If this "argumiuit" wa.s (iltei cd 1 hn Mi!.;h 
the sluiceway of a bitterly sectnui.il iiiaiii 
land paper, it would be e.\])li(able; but 
when it is thrown out liy a sensible and 
sober journal like the Nanaiiuo [i.iper, its 
advancement staggers belief, .And the 
F. J', does not atop at the single illuslia 
tion of the railway; it "piles (jii the 
agony" with n^apect to the (h>ck by as- ■ 
sorting tliat being an "island work ' 1 he 
refund should be expended mi tli.' island 
But did not mainland as well as island 
contribute revenue towards building the ; 
dock? and has 11 it the iiiamlaiid given 
freely of its lands lowanls .securiiiL; Ihi; 
construction of the Islaiul railway? Hnw 
wrong, how wicked it is for a newspaper 
in this enlightened age to fan ibe tlanies 
of sectional jealousy upon the llimsy pre- 
text furnished by the Fm Pre^n. The 
case is one that admits of no argument. 
It is one that is not entitled to even re 
spectful cunaideratioii, bec.iuse it i.s child- 
ish and mischievous. The government, 
in deciding to expend the aimaint iif tlu' 
refund on the mainland, have acted in a 
spirit of fairness and equity.

Diiriii" iny aloy at Ivmosta village 1 
made particular inquiry regarding the pro- 
dma of tlie locality, such as would be 
I likely to attract settlers to that remote 
j spot. I bad seen at Massett some cxcel- 
j lent cod which Mr. .McKenziehad preiiar- 
ed by simply salting and [liling them "in 
I keiich," as the tislierinuii use the term. 
These eod were as tender and line ll.ivored 
as the best -Atlantic cod, and proved to 
me tile trutb of the oft repeateil assertion, 
th-',l the cod lish of the north Pacific eipial 
the .-Vllantic cod, if they are cured near 
I where they are caught instead of remain- 
I ing in a vessel's hold tor montba, piled u[) 
in slime and dirt, and then dried in the 
I air of Culif(>rnia, which makes them of the 
consistency of horn. Cod, either pickled 
and put up like salmon, or cured on Hakes 
on the islands, will be tound superior to 
any Pacific lish ever oU'ered in the San 
I Francisco iiuirkei. 1 iireserved several 
I specimens in iNlassett Inlet of the young 
cod, ami the lot canned by Mr. McKen- 
! /.ie, together with the assertions of the 
Indians, convince me that codfish abound 
I on the west "oast of the t^hieen Charlotte 
\ Islands. IJut the llydali Indiana for 
Some reason do not lish fur them, and 
' when they by accident catch any on their 
halibut hooks, they do not seem to care 
I much for I belli . The lish which they 
think the most of and which constitutes 
their principal food is the halibut, and 
ihesi- abound. ()ne day I sent my man 
.lohnny and two (pthers lishiiig; they were 
absent from c.iinp just two hours and all 
the while tliey were in sight from my tent, 
and they returned wdtli live tine halibut, 
Itesides some small ruck lish. tint the lish 
j which abound, and which will one day be 
considered a luxury, is the "skit," or 
"bl.-ick cod," or coal lish. Thesu hsh re 
seiiible a Ci'd more than any other, aiul as 
the muiio black cod is applied to the same 
kind of Hah in the Ktraits of Fuoa, 1 shall 
adopt that name in any future iiieiitioii of 
' them. 

j Tlie Black God i.s the ''Aiui)i!i>ptiinii 
jl iiihriii" of Mcieiico, the Hesliowe of the 
.\lakah Indians, and ihe "Skd" of the 
llydab s of l.^>iieen Charlolle Islands. The 
color IS a dark olive on the back, shaded 
1 down to a grayish white on the belly; the 
' flesh is white like mackerel and very fat. 
' :\ description of the method of catching 
' and curing these lish will be given in an 
other part of this paper. 

.\\ this place, Kioosta viUagi-, besides 
being 111 close proximity to Ihe lish 1 liave 
named, is a tine location for procuring fur 
seals and sea utter. A small settlement 
of the fishing folk from the coast of Scot- 
l.ind, or of Scaiidaiiavians, could tind a 
congenial home. There is plenty of good 
land siiitcil to the cultivation of potatoes, 
and if .1 Iradiiig [lost was established 
there, or at North Island, it would soon 
attract a colony nf Indians. It is a local- 
ity well Worth the attention of the British 
government to recummeiid to a cl.is.i of 
seltlcrs such as I have ii.iiiiod. 

I 111 tlu- Mill of August I broke camp 
and tiled down the coast, but the wind 
coming out ahead with heavy rain, we 
were obliged lo land at a place called 
I '"Kle-kar-koon," over a reef of rocks 
I against which the waves dashed furiously, 
making our landing quite .i dangerous 
atl'air. Here we remained till the 17th, 
on account of slurmy head winds, anil 
I Mr. Ueaius and I improved the time by 
. e.\aiiinung the coa.it for several miles on 
each aide of our canoe. We found a ipian- 
lity of ainmiuins and other fossils, but 
no indication of coal except a small vein 
half an inch wide, out of wdiicii one of the 
little boys of mir paity dug a aami)le 
which he brought me in a raapberry leaf 
I and I presented the specimen to Mr. 
] Deans. At this place we found a board 
set up by some enterprising individual 
: marked with the mimes of several Victoria 
] geiUleiueii, Ihe legend stating that the 
locality bad been taken up by the milor- 
prising agent as a coal chum, and I subse- 
quently learned tli.ii it was reportoil that 
a large seam of coal had been found with 
hundreds of J,oiih fallen from the blulTon 
the beach, i iThe fact is, that from North 
Isl.iuds to Skidegate Channel, we saw no 
coal iior any indication of coal on the im- 
luedi.ite const, exce])t the small sample 1 
h.ive mentioned. The whole formation 
IS vulcanic lava, igneous rocks, and met- 
aiiiorphic sand and slate stone, compose 
the whole of the coast, and this, thrown 
into the most violent contortions, showing 
the great energy of the volcanic action 
which uiihoaved this portion of the is- 
: lands. I would as soon think of staking 
I out a coal claim in the crater of "Manila 
Loa, ' as where the onterpriaiiig man set 
U|) his tablet. The country is densely cov- 
j ered with scrubby timber and, with this 
exception, is worthless to a degree. 

On the J7tli we again started out and 
managed to gi-t a few miles further down 
the Coast to a small summer camp of In- 
dian huts near Suah, called "TIedoo," oc- 
cupied, during the hunting season, by 
hunters, but vac.iiil at the time of our 
visit. 1 1 ere ad\ei-se winds and storms: 
kept us till the '21st, when we managed to | 
get as far as tlippah, or Neatu Island, | 
where we camped fur the night. 

".^K.VI.oo I.NI.Kr. " 
Directly (^■lsl of Nesto Island, and com- 
pletely hidden by it from observation of 
Ijassiiig vessels, is a fine inlet called 
"Skaloo." Thia is not laid down on any 
chart, nor is it known to any white jiur- 
aons, except, perhaps, to some wandering 
searcher for coal or gold who never has 
made public his discoveries. Skaloo In 
let is a harbor within a harbor, effectively I 
protected fr<iin westerly gales by Nesto 
Island; easily approached by sailing ves- 
sels or steamers; with convenenti. anchor- 
age and good hnlding ground; and afford- 
ing one of the best harbors of refuge on 
the west coast of tliegroiiii. I take plea 
sure in calling the attention of the ^'lctor- 
ia merchants to this hitherto unknown 
and uiidescribed inlet and harbor, as I 
beliere, after it sli.ill have been carefully 
surveyed and properly laid down on Ihe 
.-Vdniiralty chart, it will be found uf great 
coiivoniuiice to commerce, us affording a 
refuge to veH.>^(ds binind up or down the 
northern coast. My business not being 
connected with gDveriimeiit survey.^, and 
my tiino being limited, I did not make, as 
I would have liked to have done, a com- 
plete and extended reconaisance of this 
tine inlet and harbor, but I trust that, for 
the public benebt, it may be surveyed and 
made known, and Skaloo Inlet and Nestn 
or Hippah Island be correctly laid down 
on nil the charts. 

Rdinsa, our ])ilot, said tli.it there i.s 
plenty of fine timber on .Skaloo, and it is 
in the immediate proximity to cod and 
halibut banks; to wlialos, of which wo saw 
a great number; to liauiilH of fur seal and 
sea otter, and to the salmon which uscnnd 
the inlet . It seems lo pre.iBnt superior ad- 



vantages as a I'lcatio-i f.ir a saw mill and 
trading post, and n small settlement of 
fishermen . 

From llippah, or Nesto Island, we 
cruised along the coast, passing several 
fine fiords or inlets, not one of which has 
been correctly laid down on the charts, 
for the reason that the west coast cf the 
Queen Charlotte group has not been sur- 
veyed. The present maps being only a 
guess work .itlaij', made up of observations 
j through spy glasses from a passing ves- 
j ael's deck. Towards the night of the '2'2d 
I of August we were met by a strong S. W. 
j wind, w ith torrents of rain, which forced 
us to make a landing at a dilBcult and 
dangeruus cave called ''Tchuwa," whore 
' we romainod till the 25th, amid much dis- 
comfort from the inclement weather, 
when we again started for Skidegate, and 
having camped one night in Skidegate nar- 
rows w e reached the oil Works of theiSkid- 
egate t)il Co. , where Mr. Sterling and Mr. 
Mctlrugor, of the company, received us 
most hospitably and made us welcome 
after our tedious trip of twenty days on 
the open ocean from Massett in a canoe, 
made more tedious by the blatant boast- 
ing of our Indian pilot, w ho by constantly 
asserting that he is the most powerful 
chief on Queen Charlotte Island, sought 
to convince us of the groat coiidescoiisioii 
on his part that he was willing to convey 
the party to Skidegate; but he only suc- 
ceeded in convincing me that ho is an av- 
aricious old pirate of the Muiichauasen 
style of liars, and I caution all tourists 
and travellers to the (,>iieeii Charlotte la- 
lands ai^aiiiat employing Edinsa or Kdin-- 
haw, the old freebooter of the North 
Island, and a resident at Massett, as t he 
most inconceivable old villiaii f ever met.

Supreme Court. 

His 'Honor Judge McCreight delivered 
judgment yeatorduy aftornoon upon the 
appeal of J. J. KuBsell against the con- 
viction of the police magistrate for city, 
inflicting a fine of $50 upon the appellant 
for infringement of the recent Mack By- 
law. Referring to the 4th soetioa of the 
bylaw hia lordship remarked that it dis- 
criminati d in favor of those who happen- 
ed to own stables, enabling tliein to stand 
their vehicles in favorable positions which 
privilege is denied to othera. Such a dis- 
crimination was unjust and unreasonable, 
and unleaa a bylaw is just and equal in ita 
operation it ia void. The exception of 
drays from the operation was also an un- 
just preference eijually objuctimiable to 
the exception in favor of the owners 
of stables, there being im valid reaaoii 
why one branch of the carrying trade 
should not be placed under ci|ual reatriu- 
tion with othora. Hia lordsliip referred 
to the cases uf .loiiaa vs. (iilliorl, 5 Can- 
ada Supreme Court reports, and to Rogiiia 
ys. Johnson, 158, U. C. Q 1>. us auth. ri^ 
tiea in support of the principles laid down 
by him. Another objection to the bylaw 
waa that by tho combined opeiaiion of 
sections 4 and 10 the council, by resolu- 
tion, might add tu, or alter the provisions 
of the bylaw. This hia lordship held to 
encourage favoritism, and under the au- 
thority of Rogiiia vs. Nash it McCnicken, 
:M U. C. Q n. was illegal. Hia lordship 
considered that the provisions of the by- 
law could not be severed, the plain iiilen- 
tien evinced by the entire byliiw being to
